It is foolish to think that you can 
gain a complete insight into half 
the world's problems in a half-year 
of travel, so I will make no claim 
of being an authority on what is 
cooking west of the international 
dateline. But on the other hand you 
can't spend that much time out 
here without 
getting some pretty 


solid ideas on the nature of what 
is stirring in this part of that slew- 
pot called the world. 


One feeling I leave with is that

P. Anderson was unperturbed. 
"Eighty per cent flour is

going to kill anybody and 
may 
help some people," he said. 


Anderson also denied that

milling industry had not been con- 
sulted before the order was drawn 
up. He said he had talked by long 
distance telephone with many mill- 
ing representatives. 


Anderson admitlcd .that the new 
bread may be less appetizing bul 
he said lhal wasn't too bad be-

"secret weapon" proved a tremend 
ous flop. 


A joint army-navy 
report dis- 


closed thai the Japanese launched 
9,000 bomb-c a r r y i n g balloons 
against the Uniled States 
during 


the war, but only 900 of them ever 
reached North America. 


It was a slightly expensive under- 
taking, the report noted, for 
each 


paper balloon cost about 10.000 yen 
or $2,300 each. 


Japanese army officers, interro- 
gated after V-J Day, said the bal- 
loon weapon was developed 
with 


the idea of avenging the Doolitlle 
raid on Tokyo. 


Large scale launching of Ihc bal- 


loons from the Japanese home isl- 
land of Honshu began in Novem- 
ber 1944, the report stated, and the 
last balloons were released April

Luxembourg, Feb. 9 — Here in 


the medieval setting of this little 
grand duchy we find one of 
the 


finest — perhaps the finest —ex- 
emplifications of the brotherhood of 
man which our 
war-torn 
world 
boasts. 


The some 300,000 folk living in 


Luxembourg's tight 1,000 square 
miles are just one big family, in 
which its all for one and one for 
all. It's difficult for the stranacr to 
understand such a Utopian situa- 
tion. You really have to visit this 
story-book principality to get the 
feel of it, and even at 
that 
I 


don't believe I should have got the 
full significance of 
the 
situation 
but for a 
remark 
dropped 
by 


Prime Minister Dupong while Mrs 
Mack «nd I were chatting with 
him in his private office. 


The prime minister said that all 
Luxeinbergers 
are 
related 
by 


blood. Well, 
of course, 
I don't 


suppose 
he meant 
that 
to 


be taken literally, but it's probably 
true that there aren't many people 
in his tiny state who aren't re- 
lated if you trace their life 
ace 
back a bit. 


So there you have your Luxem- 
bourg family Probably like 
most 


families 
they 
have 
differences 


among themselves. But let an out- 
sider pick a row with a Luxcm- 
burger and you'll find the rest of 
the family coming in to the res- 
cue. And impartial observers who 
know the duchy well will tell you 
that if misfortune befalls one mem- 
ber of the family the others help 
him out. 


You need only one illustration to 


show 
the 
spirit of brotherhood 
here. Not only is there absolute 
Irecdom of worship but the state 
contributes to the maintenance of 
all religions represented 
in 
the 
country. 


H happens .that Luxembourg is 


preponderantly Catholic, but that 
doesn't enter into the calculations, 
bvery taxpayer 
in 
the 
grand- 


duchy, Catholic, Protestant, Jewish 


or otherwise, contributes to 
the 


freedom of worship of his fellows. 


One's first impulse on 
silting 


clown to write about this ancient 
stale in the Ardennes highland is 
to try to turn some poetic 
sen- 


ences. There's utter fascination in 
the fairyale capital 
which 
hun- 


dreds of years ago was built as a 
military stronghold atop the tosver- 
ing rock that rises sheer from the 
gorge cut about it by the river Al- 
/.ette. 
, 
Still, it strikes me that there's 


nothing more beautiful than 
this 


examplilieation of the brolhorhod 
of man. I looks like democracy 
in its best sense. The results of 
this are clearly evident. One finds 
it easy to accept the stalcment by 
a well-informed foreign observer 
that there has been no illiteracy 
since 1847. There never has been 
an unbalanced budget. 


There is no unemployment, and 


wages are 30 per cent higher than 
in neighboring Belgium, which 
is 


showing, marked signs of economic 
recovery. 


, 
Luxembourg is seventh in world 


production of steel and pays the 
highest steel wages i n 
E'urope. 


I'lierc is no black market, for none 
could live in a 
country 
where 


brotherhood is practiced. 


Luxembourg is a member of the 


United Nations Organixation, and 
is mighty proud ot it. And when 
you come to think it over, the UNO 
could do worse than take a page 
out of the grand duchy's book "of 
brotherly love. If we 
had 
more 


Luxembourgs, 
we 
should 
have 
greater peace. 


Mrs. Mack and I visited 
the 


Ha mm cemetery, just outside the 
capital, where General George S 
iPatton and 1,000 of our American 
boys who fell in the bitter fighting 
of the Ardennes arc buried. 


It is a moving sight —that great 


ticld of white crosses — and it is 
a lovely thought that they should 
be here among the folk who believe 
in brotherhood and the peace for 
which our soldiers died.

It 
is 
debatable whether 
one 


should cheer or chide Dr. David 
Inglis for his proposal that a typical 
American city be subjected to atom- 
ic bombing in order to snap the 
public out of its lethargic think- 
ing. 
| 


The proposal, of course, is quite 


insane. (Dr. Inglis' substitute sug- 
gestion of building a complete slccl- 
and-conerclc city in the desert for 
the experiment isn't much more 
sensible.) Scientists should 
take 


. i;u'ns these days to be practical. 
Their discoveries arc hooking up in- 
creasingly with world government, 
and their help will be needed in- 
creasingly in running that govern- 
ment. They can't court the risk of 
being branded once more as vision- 
aries. and exiled by popular de- 
mand to their cloistered labora- 
tories. 


Yet it is not difficult to sympa- 


thize wilh Dr. Inglis' thinking. He 
worked on the Manhattan Project 
for'lhreo years. '•"Now',' ba4ck "af'hisf 
old place on the physics faculty at 
Johns Hopkins, he sees people go- 
ing about their business apparent- 
ly unconcerned with the catastro- 
phe miracle which he helped to 
create. 


lie sees some indulging in the 


childish practice of making believe 
that a thing doesn't exist by re- 
fusing to think about it. 


He sees others recoiling from the 


horror of the bomb by telling them- 
selves that it is so horrible no one 
will dare use it again. They assure 
themselves that something surely 
will be done to prevent it. Or at 
least they tell themselves that may- 
be it isn't really so horrible after 
all. 


Possibly Dr. Inglis has been im- 


pressed most of all by the boredom 
that the subject has induced. The 
repercussion of excitement, specu- 
lation and fear that the bomb pro- 
duced died rather quickly. 
The 


murmur of comment that remained 
soon turned into a mass of plati- 
tudes. 


People wrote and said the same 


tilings again and again. 
In their 


confusion and lack of knowledge, 
there was nothing else they could 
say. In time, they grew weary of 
thoughts that became clinches al- 
most as soon as they were uttered. 
They became profoundly weary of 
reading pieces like this one. 


The result was the lethargy of 


which Dr. 
Inglis complains and 


which he would cure by violent 
wholly 
impractical 
shock 
treat- 


ment. 
There is no answer in sight at the 


moment. And so the world must 
sit uneasily, 
i'aced 
less by the 


threat of being blown to bits by the 
atomic bomb than by the subtle but 
even more deadly possibility of be- 
ing bored to death by it.
